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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
President Lyndon B. Johnson’s state of the union 
message was a grim, gloomy presentation that 
pleased no one. 
Even the timing was ominous. 
It came soon after Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
of Great Britain announced the dismantlement of 
the British Empire—withdrawal of armed forces 
from the Far East and Persian Gulf. 
Apart from putting the United States alone in 
supplying any world leadership with muscle, the 
British example gives no comfort to the state of 
the union. 
The British have been down the glory road of 
world leadership. They have sampled socialism. 
The pound has been devalued and the nation is 
nearly broke. The British now are forced to pull 
in their oars in the interest of national solvency, 
the dreams of empire evaporated. 
They are due great credit because they have ac­ 
cepted wage and profits control and have endured 
hardship and austerity, which Americans haven’t 
either the courage or disposition to accept. 
This county has not faced up to its problems. 
The United States today is overextended at home 
and abroad. 
The Johnson formula as unfolded in his state 
of the union speech piles on new spending pro­ 
grams although not at quite the breathtaking rate 
of the early days trimmed no sail, only added 
cargo. 
He has called for a $10.4 billion boost in spend­ 
ing to finance existing programs. This will sky­ 
rocket the 1969 budget to a record $186 billion 
with a built-in minimum $8 billion deficit. The 
deficit will be much greater if the Congress 
doesn’t approve an increase iri the federal income 
tax. 
The outlook for the tax increase is cloudy. 
Johnson failed to persuade Congress to approve 
it in the last session. 
In his state of the union 
speech he did not meet the earlier demands of 
Chairman Wilbur Mills of the house ways and 
means committee to substantially reduce spending 
as a condition for Mills’ approval of Johnson’s 
tax increase proposal. 
The Johnson position in thp Vietnam conflict has 
the sympathetic understanding of a majority of the 
American people but his insistence on an expand­ 
ing guns and butter policy doesn’t make sense. 
It is not good politics to drive this country into 
insolvency, endangering the dollar and further 
lowering confidence by which the United States is 
held by other countries throughout the world. 
Great Britain has shown this country the direc­ 
tion not to travel. 
Yet President Johnson proposes to send the na­ 
tion hurdling down the track of fiscal irresponsi­ 
bility with more inflation, tighter money, higher 
interest rates and other economic headaches down 
the road. 
The biggest offender in the inflationary outlook 
is the federal government, which is spending 
more and more while asking the private sector of 
the economy to restrain itself. 
It doesn’t make sense. 
The only hope is that Congress will apply re­ 
straint but its record already is bad as it is con­ 
fronted with a presidential election year.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
President Lyndon B. Johnson’s state of the union 
m essage was a grim, gloomy presentation that 
pleased no one. 
Even the timing was ominous. 
It came soon after Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
of Great Britain announced the dismantlement of 
the British Empire—withdrawal of armed forces 
from the Far East and Persian Gulf. 
Apart from putting the United States alone in 
supplying any world leadership with muscle, the 
British example gives no comfort to the state of 
the union. 
The British have been down the glory road of 
world leadership. They have sampled socialism . 
The pound has been devalued and the nation is 
nearly broke. The British now are forced to pull 
in their oars in the interest of national solvency, 
the dreams of empire evaporated. 
They are due great credit because they have ac­ 
cepted wage and profits control and have endured 
hardship and austerity, which Americans haven’t 
either the courage or disposition to accept. 
This county has not faced up to its problems. 
The United States today is overextended at home 
and abroad. 
The Johnson formula as unfolded in his state 
of the union speech piles on new spending pro­ 
grams although not at quite the breathtaking rate 
of the early days trimmed no sail, only added 
cargo. 
He has called for a $10.4 billion boost in spend­ 
ing to finance existing programs. This will sky­ 
rocket the 1969 budget to a record $186 billion 
with a built-in minimum $8 billion deficit. The 
deficit will be much greater if the Congress 
doesn’t approve an increase in the federal income 
tax. 
The outlook for the tax increase is cloudy. 
Johnson failed to persuade Congress to approve 
it in the last session. 
In his state of the union 
speech he did not meet the earlier demands of 
Chairman Wilbur Mills of the house ways and 
means committee to substantially reduce spending 
as a condition for M ills’ approval of Johnson’s 
tax increase proposal. 
The Johnson position in the Vietnam conflict has 
the sympathetic understanding of a majority of the 
American people but his insistence on an expand­ 
ing guns and butter policy doesn’t make sense. 
It is not good politics to drive this country into 
insolvency, endangering the dollar and further 
lowering confidence by which the United States is 
held by other countries throughout the world. 
Great Britain has shown this country the direc­ 
tion not to travel. 
Yet President Johnson proposes to send the na­ 
tion hurdling down the track of fiscal irresponsi­ 
bility with more inflation, tighter money, higher 
interest rates and other economic headaches down 
the road. 
The biggest offender in the inflationary outlook 
is the federal government, which is spending 
more and more while asking the private sector of 
the economy to restrain itself. 
It doesn’t make sense. 
The only hope is that Congress will apply re­ 
straint but its record already is bad as it is con­ 
fronted with a presidential election year.
